“4 To United Kingdom 


According to the statistics of the 


Imperial Economic Committee, Can- 
ada leads in shipments’ of ‘canned 
tomato juice to the United Kingdom. 
Arrivals of canned tomato juice at 
‘the principal Brit'sh ports during the 
four ‘weeks ended July 30, 1998, 
amounted to 7,047 cases, compared 


with 5.542 for the preceding four 


weeks, and 12.985 for the four weeks 
ended July 31, 1937. Canada sup- 
plied 4,648 cases, and the United 
States. 2,409. 

Imports of tomato juice into the 
United Kingdom during the first 
seven months of 1938 totalled 29,668 
cases, of which Canada supplied 16. 
811, the United States 10,942, and 
other countries 1,915 cases.
